For the Year Ending March, 1886. 


FELLOW CITIZENS oF STRAFFORD: 


Agreeably to the laws of this state, I take this oppor- 
tunity to report to you the condition of the common 
schools in this town, as they have appeared to me while 
acting in the capacity of superintendent during the year 
just closing. 

I have attended to my duties to the best of my abilities, 
having made 64 visits in all. I have endeavored to act 
impartially and unselfishly, recognizing the rights of 
parents, scholars and teachers. 

In this report I beg leave to deviate somewhat from the 
usual course pursued by my predecessors. Instead of 
commenting upon each school and teacher separately and 
individually, I propose to speak of them collectively. I do 
this for several reasons. One is that the former method is 
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not required by the laws of the state, if I understand them 
correctly. Another reason is that I consider it as unjust 
to print and spread broadcast full and impartial comments 
in regard to the qualifications and success or failure of a 
teacher, evidences of which are gathered from perhaps 
only too hasty visits of a superintendent who has _ had, 
perchance, but little practical knowledge of teaching him- 
self. 

If a report thus sent forth, purporting to contain an 
impartial criticism on each teacher, shuns to declare the 
whole truth because it is unfavorable to the teacher, it 
deceives the public, which it professes to enlighten. But 
why is the teacher singled out from the list of public 
officers in town and subjected to this fiery ordeal? If it 
is just and right to deal with one class of officers in this 
way, why not extend the list until it includes every town 
officer ? 

But I have said enough to explain, and I trust justify, 
my position, and will now call your attention first to that 
part of my report relating to 

TEACHERS. 

There has been employed, as may be seen by the sta- 
tistical report on another page, twenty-three different 
teachers—three males and twenty females. These of 
course have differed in their manner of teaching, and the 
results reached have varied. As a whole, think the 
town has been quite fortunate in the selections that have 
been made for teachers. All have manifested a desire to 
do the best they could to benefit their pupils. The want 
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of experience in a few, and a lack of adaptation, possibly, 
in a few others, has affected unfavorably the success of 
the schools over which they have been placed. 


TERMS. 


There have been thirty-five terms of school in town 
during the year, averaging nine weeks per term. While 
a few districts have had as much schooling as would have 
been beneficial, the majority have had far less than is 
actually needed. This difficulty, however, will be 
remedied, I presume, when the new law comes into 
operation. 

Kach district should have at least two terms of 12 weeks 
each ina year, and we hope the town will raise sufficient 


money for school purposes to secure this result. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The average attendance has been very good, although 
we find some registers sadly defaced with marks of 
absences. Not that we should care for the defects on the 
page of the register, were it not for the fact that there is 
always a corresponding defect in the attainments of the 
scholar whose name stands opposite these marks. We are 
glad to be able to report so large a roll of honor as we can 
in most of the schools. It is not only an honor to the 
scholars whose names are here recorded, but also an honor 
to the parents of these children as well, for the parent is 
oftener to be blamed for absences than the child, and 
perfect attendance by the scholar is an indication that the 
parent appreciates the privileges offered their children for 
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intellectual improvement, though of course some of these 
absences are unavoidable on the part of both scholar and 
parent. 
SCHOLARS. 
The whole number of scholars attending school, per 
registers, was 313; the number attending between the 
ages of 5 and 15 was 259.
